CARELESS LAW-MAKING, 

The State and National legislatures, 
Senator Root told the American Bar 
Association the past week, passed 62,- 
014 laws during the past five years. 
Mr. Root made a plea for more care- 
ful work drafting laws, and for less 
of what he called “sloppy itegisla- 
tion.” 

The writer had occasion some time 
ago to consult the statute book of one 
of the states, which required 1800 
pages to record its new laws for the 
years 1913. The statute book of the 
state for the year 1889 included 
only 340 pages. So grows the crop 
of laws. While many foolish acts are 
passed, still new interests have forced 
new enactments. The Legislatures of 
1880 didn’t have to spend any time 
regulating the speed of automobiles, 
Y charges of telephone companies. 

A few years ago, a certain United 
States senater was overheard talking 
with great vehemence. “When the 
people rise in their might and demand 
a law of this kind” he remarked, con- 
cerning the agitation for a certain 
statute, “it is‘useless to oppose them” 

“But what will such a law amount 
to?” inquired a by-stander. 

“Nothing whatever” replied the sen- 
ator. “The people will then jfurn 
their attention to something else, and 
forget all about it.” 

Many laws are so carelessly drawh 
that there is a law-suit in every sen- 
tence, due to indefiniteness. The man 
who wrote them could not get a job 
as a newspaper reporter, until he had 
learned to write with more precision. 
If the people who draft laws could 
realize it, any kind of writing seems 
far more lucid if the sentences are 
made short. Lawyers’ minds may not 
work that way. But the average busi- 
mess man becomes hopelessly tangled 
by long succession of phrases, com- 
semi-colons, and conditional 
Every law ought to be so 
clearly written that any intelligent 
man could understand it, without hav- 
ing to fee a lawyer to interpret it.

The return of autumn brings with 
it the church supper, as one of the 
leading institutiohs of village life. 
On the financial side, no one ever 
figured out a real profit on this en- 
enterprise. A dozen women put in 
several days’ work collecting and 
cooking food. The supplies are all 
given out of home stock. The sup- 
per would cost 75 cents to a dollar 
ai the average hotel where equally 
good food is given. The common 
price charged is 25 cents. 

At the same time, you might not be 
able to raise the same amount of 
money in any other way. The wom- 
en throw in their time free, and zive 
50 cents to $1.00 worth each of flour, 
sugar, eggs and butter. Perhaps 
neither they nor their husbands 
would give 25 cents in cash. : 

Financially wasteful, yet the church 
supper meets a real demand. If you 
undertook to support church work by 
advertising a lecture on the . poetry 
of Robert Browning or Rudyard Kip- 
ling, you would not get attendance 
enough to pay the janitor’s fee. But

Bombardment of the forts is ex- 


pected to begin at* any hour. 
warships of allied nations are on the 


spot, and the commanders are 

simply awaiting final orders from 

their respective governments. 
Turkey has contemptuously disre- 


garded the ultimatums sent to her by 
Britain, France and Russia, demand- 
ing an apology for the naval attack in 
the Hlack sea and the dismantling of 
the German cruisers Goeben and 
Breslau, now in Black sea waters. 
Failure to reply to these brings about 
a virtual state of war between Tur- 
key and the triple entente. 

That such a state of war actually 
exists is shown by the fact that the 
ambassadors of Great Britain 
Russia left Constantinople yesterday, 
and the French ambassador is to de- 
part today. At the same time the, 
Turkish ambassador to Russia was} 
handed his passports at Petrograd. 

Turkey on the Aggressive 


Turkey, far from showing any ten- | 


dency to rescind her warlike acts, 
continues to act upon the aggressive.

Indian Viceroy’s Views 

From Simla comes the news that 
the viceroy of:India issued an offi- 
cial communication in which he de- 
plores “the endeavor of a chauvinistic 
element to drive Turkey into war with 
Great Britain for the benefit of Ger- 
many and Austria.’’ Of course the 
effects of this announcement in the 
outlying districts will not be known 
for several days. 

Already, however, responsfble 
leaders of the Mohammedan communi- 
ties are holding meetings in support 
of Great Britain, and many of the 
mosques are organizing prayers for} 
the suécess of the British arms. The 
mullahs, it is officially reported, are 
preaching homilies urging Turkey to 
either maintain neutrality or declare 
on the side of the allies. 

So far as Russia is concerned in 
this matter, official dispatches from 
Petrograd state that all the Moham- 
medan troops in the Caucasus are 
energetically denouncing Turkey's ag- 
gression against Russia and pledging 
their loyalty to the czar’s govern- 
ment. 

Will Not Worry Allies 

Upon this phase of the question 
dispatches from Rome say that mili- 
tary critics in the Italian capital 
consider that the Turkish army will 
be unable to worry the allies. They , 
declare that the Turks will be lost in 
the passes of. the Caucassian moun- 
tains, and as for Egypt, the holy 
war preached in 1911 and 1913 failed, 
of results.

Greece and Servia. 

If Bulgaria should decide to join 
the Germans and Austrians, it seems 
almost certain that Roumania will 
j declare for the allies, and Greece, 
| ben before this occurs, may decide 
to take her revenge upon Turkey. 

German Advance Blacked 

The Germans in southwestern Bel- 
:gium are no nearer their goal—the 
|ienglish channel ports—than they 
, were a week ago. In fact, if any- 
| thing, they have been driven back ap- 
| prectably at some points. The official 
{report from Berlin makes the admis- 
| Sion that the flooding of the Yser and 
Ypres canals has seriously hampered 
the army and defeated the proposed 
advance into northwestern France. 

It has heen give-and-take all along 
the great battle line from the sea to 
the Meuse, with a series of advances 
‘and retreats that have favored neither 
Side to any appreciable extent. Two 
| little villages, Hollebecke and Mes- 
|sines, near the Relgian frontier, 
| were captured Sunday by the Ger- 
mans in desperate sortie from the 
Valley of the Lys, wherelipon an all- 
day battle followed. Toward even- 
ing the allied troops had. driven off 
the Germans and recaptured the two 
villages. 

German casualties to date are given 
as 420,000 by a Berlin dispatch, 
which says that this number includes 
62,000-in the last week. The French 
say that 7683 Germans were made 
prisoners during the week of Oct. 
14-20. :

The Rockefeller foundation *has ge. 
termined to employ its immense 
sources forthe relief of etek ieee 
ents in the countries afflicted by the 
war and stands ready to give “mil- 
mions of dollars,- if necessary,” for 
the purpose. This was announced 
by John D.- Rockefeller, Jr., presi- 
dent of the foundation. 
In pursuance of this philanthrophy 
the foundation will send a commis- 
sion to Europe in a few days to re- 
port first hand as to how, when and 
Where aid can be rendered most ef- 
fectively. At a cost of $275,000 it 
already has chartered a ship and 
ioaded it with 4000 tons of provisions 
for the relief of the starving Belgians. 
‘“This action is taken,” Rockefeller 
says, ‘* aS a natural step in fulfilling 
the chartered purposes of the founda- 


tion, namely, ‘to promote the well- 
being of mankind throughout the 
world.’”” : 


CAUSE IS RIGHTEOUS 


Bryce Says England Has Support of 
’ the United States 

At the unveiling of a monument at 
Aberdeen to,the late King Edward, 
Viscount Bryce, former British am- 
bassador to’the United States, de- 
clared that the present Moment was 
the most solemn one since the sway 
of Napoleon. 

The thing that inspired confidence, 
the speaker declared, was the convic- 
tion that Great Britain’s cause was 
righteous and that she had the sup- 
port of the ‘self-governing dominions 
and the moral support of many neu- 
trals, “especially the kindred people 
of America.” — .

seas. 

As a result it is said that further 
controversies and complications are 
likely to arise between the United 
States and Great Britain over this 
mu@h mooted question. In-c¢ompiling 
the list Great Britain is said te have 
taken a most radical departure from 
the rules as generally followed by 
belligerent powers. ; 

So sweeping is the list of twenty- 
six articles declared by Great Britain 
to be absolute contraband that seri- 
ous injury to legitimate American 
commerce seems certain to result it 
the list is accepted. For this reason 
it is thought at Washington that the 
United States will soon enter protest 
against many of the articles placed on 
the list.

BETTING ON ELECTIONS. 

A New York newspaper, at the 
heart of the national betting ring, re- 
smarks that much less betting has been 
dene for a few years past than for- 
merly. And this, in spite of the 
fact that the number of sports with 
big rolls increases year by year. 

It is a game at which amateurs are 
worsted. Their warm enthusiasm so 
colors their judgment.that the odds 
offered by the “talents” look too much 
like a sure thing. 

All known methods of forecasting 
seem to go wrong nowadays. Each 
side always issues a statement in 
which it claims the biggest majority 
any party ever received. It is about 
as valuable and sincere as a European 
war office news bulletin. 

Formerly, each political party sent 
around canvassers who sorted, slated, 
nnd labelled each citizen. Most of 
the people voted the way their fath- 
ers used to. By testing out a small) 
section, and comparing them witk 
‘vour card catalog, you had the results 
by simple computation of percentages. 

Somehow, people hate to be tagged 
nowadays. A leader of a certain sec- 
tion of voters says that canvassers do 
well to be very careful how they ap- 
proach this element. If these voters 
zt the notion that some one is try- 

~ to swing them, they resent it. 
Quite likely they would thereby be in- 
fiuenced to vote just the other way, in 
order to demonstrate their own indiv- 
uality and independence. Many peo- 
ple dislike argument, and always re- 
fuse to state their political beliéfs 
even in the mest casual conversation 

The modern election day is a gamb- 
ling chance. The sports would bet- 
ter take an. option on the weather or 
baseball. Politicians who. make ex- 
travagant claims hurt their own cause 
The one thing that loses most elec- 
tions is the feeling of party support- 
ers that their side is sure to win, and 
that their one vote is not needed.

of the fort; and humerous Russian 
shelis hit the Goeben.

There are three banks in England with 
u greater line of deposits. The greater 
banks are London City and Midland, 
Lloyd’s bank and London County and 
Westminster. London City and Lloyd's 
each has deposits above $500,000,000. 
The London County’ has deposits of 
3440,000,000. The great Bank of Eng- 
land has a little more than $350,000,- 
000. 

The leading bank of the world, from 
the standpoint of deposits, is the Im- 
perial Bank of Russia, with deposits 
and current accounts aggregating $630,- 
000,000, a sum big ehough to stagger 
the mind.

The National Bank of Argentine and 
the National City bank of New York 
are sixteen and seyenteen in rank, with 
deposits close to $230,000,000 each. The 
Bank of Spain is greater than the Bank 
of France, much greater in deposits. 
But Spain cuts no figure in the finances 
of the world. That is hard to explain. 
in this world list there are only sixty- 
one banks mentionéd with deposits in 
excess of $100,000,000. In this list the 
United States has eight banks, a good 
showing, as none of them depends on 
the deposits of the United States to 
help it out. — Cincinnati Commercial-

Republicans Get Everything In Green

CRANBERRY SAUCE. . 

(Heat two cups, each, of sugar and 
water to boiling point. Add one quart 
berries, cover saucepan, and stand on 
back of stove five minutes. Then boil 
five minutes. Set the sauce aside, 
covered, in the saucepan until cold 
(this is important.. ‘Use only sound 
cranberries. Do not.cook or keep m 
metal vessel. Fruit will retain its 
shape. 


CRANBERRY SAUCE, H 
One quart raw ¢éranberries, three 
eups cold ‘Water. Boil in porcelain 
lined vessel until tender. Add four 
cups of sugar and boil slowly for five 
minutes. May be strained to remove 
skins if preferred: Use less sugar if 
a more acid sauce is wanted. 


CRANBERRY JELLY. 

Four cups raw cranberries put in 
porcelain lined vessel with one cup 
of boiling water. Boil twenty min- 
utes. Strain and measure the juice. ' 
Return to the fire and cook rapidly ; 
ten or fifteen minutes. Then-sadd one 
cup of hot sugar to each cup of juice.

teaspoonful salt, and two teaspoons- 
ful of baking powder, all sifted to- 
gether. Then stir in the cranberries 
one cup either whole or halved. But- 
ter a pudding mold and steam one and 
one-half hours. Serve with sauce. 


ORANBERRY SALAD. 

Allow one package of gelatine to 
soak in one pint of cold water until 
dissolved. Pour into this two quarts 
of boiJing cranberry juice, add the 
juice of a lemon, one-fourth teaspoon 
of salt, sugar to taste, and when cool 
add one cup of black walnut meats, 
‘nd one cup of celery chopped fine. 

STORING CRANBERRIES. 

Cranberries should be kept in a 
‘ool, dry atmosphere, where the tem- 
~erature is as uniform as_ possible. 
They can be kept in perfect condition 
for many ‘month, in sealed jars filled 
with cold’ watér,!*Avhich has been 
boiled. 

CRANBERRY BLANC MANGE. 
« Cook and straimoceranberries as for 


iey and add one cup of sugar to 


each pint»of juice. Heat in a double 
boiler. When boiling hot, add for 
each pint, two tablespoonsful of corn- 
starch, which has been wet with cold 
water. Boil three minutes and turn 
‘nto molds. Serve ice cold, with 
sugar and cream: 


CRANBERRY SHORT CAKE. 
Take two cups prepared flour, one- 
half cup washed butter, rub into the 
flour, one or two yolks of eggs, add 
milk to roll out like biscuits, but not 
as thick, one-half inch is enough.

Certain 
postures fixed by the Greek sculptor 
seem to us contortions, bordering on 
physical impossibilities. There is al- 
ways a terrific controversy over the 
restoration of Greek sculpture, and 
even then the arms and heads and legs 
we supply never look right. | 

All this because we do not under- 
stand the principles by which the 
Greek ordered the movements of his 
body. It was a great secret of bodily 
co-ordination, and the secret has been 
lost and with it the ability thoroughly 
to understand Greek art—New York 
Times,

and fight. The blowing up of bridges, the tearing up of tracks and the 
wrecking of locomotives and trains form an important feature of the cum- 
paign. The top picture shows the wreckage of locomotives that were started 
at’ full speed from Antwerp without engineers or firemen for the purpose of 
wrecking German supply trains. The Germans got wind of the scheme in 
time and allowed the engines to pile up on top of each other on a siding. The 
bottom picture shows ‘the wrecked locomotive of a French re-enforcement 
train that went through a bridge that had been blown up by German scouts

sentative Walter Es Piner, who paid a 
glowing tribute do*Mr. Johnson as a 
friend, a citizen and co-worker ’ in 
many organizations. 

Mr. Joknson at once launched into 
u speech that stirred the audience 
that packed the hall.

Siegel, with his former partner, 
Frank E. Vogel, was indicted on

| ot approximately $2,250,000. 
|} Vogel died suddenly a few weeks 
ago. Following the pleading to the 
indictments Siege} and Vogel 
liberated on $25,000 bail. It is now 
probable that under a law recently 
enacted Siegel may go free on the 
payment of a $500 fine, or a year in 
| jail, or beth if the court so rules. 

More unconcerned apparently than 
any one directiy connected with the 
trial, Siegel declared that he would 
not only be acquitted, but would re- 
habilitate himself in the business 
world, pay his creditors in full, and 
was looking forward to the trial with 
“real enjoyment.” He attributed a 
part of his present difficulties to his 
wife, but did not go into details in 
speaking of that. 

Attorney Stanchfield headed the ar- 
ray of counsel for the defense. As- 
sistant District Attorneys Embree and 
Train appeared for the state. District 
Attorney Whitman announced after 
being elected governor he could not 
ethically appear in a case that might 
later come before him as governor. 

When Clark adjourned court four 
of the jurors hed been selected who 
determine whether Siegel was 
guilty of a criminal act in the conduct 
of his New York business. Three of 
the four jurors are farmers. Each 
admitted having read about the Sie- 
gel-Vogel transactions. 

The crash of the Siegel interests in 
Beston and New York, involving the 
tying up of $11,000,000, came Dec. 
29, 1913. Fifteen thousand deposi- 
tors, the majority of whom were em- 
ployes, had entrusted their savings 
to the bank conducted by Siegel and 
Vogel. Not only were the savings 
swept away, but the sick fund bene- 
fit as well. Into this each employe 
had been compelled to pay.a certain 
sum each month.

The Woman’s Emancipation Act was signed, in California, over 
two years ago, and since then women are taking a greater interest in 
all that appertains to the welfare of the State and Nation. While 
woman’s interest has always been paramount in all questions that tend 
towards the upbuilding of the home; today the California woman looks 
farther afield and gives thought and study to the broader questions that 
affect the State and Nation, and men are ready to recognize and admit 
that her influence is even now, in the short space of two years, a domi- 
nating factor for betterment. | 

While in former years woman’s“activities, outside of the home, 
were confined to social and charitable work, today in California she is 
identified in almost al! lines of work and is especially active politically. 
During the present pelitical campaign, which is now drawing to a close, 
we had one woman runtiing on the Republican ticket for Lieutenant 
Governor'and another for Superintendent of Schools. In every city 
in the state women have organized Volitical Clubs and they are officered 
and presided over by women, and none will gainsay that women have 
not learned all the trieks of the trade.

One is much more certain of suc- 
cess with bulbs than with seeds or 
plants, Sound, healthy bulbs should 
be obtained from a reliable dealer. 
Good drainage provided, well watered 
when first potted, and set away in a 
dark, cool place, just a little above 
freezing temperature, and left to 
form roots, for several weeks, water- 
ing occasionally as needed. When 
the roots protrude through the hole 
|in the bottom of the pot, they may be 
jbrought gradually to the light and 
warmth. After the roots show they 
will keep a long time in the cool dark 
place, so that pots may be brought 
forward; at intervals for a succession 
| of bloom.

When Thoreau first visited Cape 
Cod, sixty-five years ago, and jotted 
down in his note-book the observa- 
tions, which were afterward im- 
mortalized in his book “Cape Cod,” 
he found the “bared and bended arm 
of Massachusetts” as he called it, a 
peculiarly isolated country, sparsely 
settled, no railroads beyond Sand- 
wich, and the common highways, 


low sand. Beside an occasional 
pedler or hand-organ man, visitors 
were so infrequent .that Thoreau 
could not convince the inhabitants 
that he had nothing whatever to sell. 
After vainly trying to explain that 
he was solely on pleasure bent, one 
old fisherman remarked “Well, it 
makes no odds what it is you carry, 
so long as you carry ‘truth along 
with you.” 

There were no hotels or inns of 
any sort, and Thoreau and his friend 


posed sea captain, fisherman or light- 
house keeper wherever 
pened to be when the need came, for 
food and a night’s shelter.

Except in winter, when it is bleak 
{and windswept (and even then it has 
its devotees) Cape Cod is quaintly 
‘beautiful. Those who have never 
| visited it, and if they think of it at 
all, consider it a dreary waste of 
sand, should some day take a motor 
car and leisurely journey its length. 
It would be hard to choose a “best 
time” to go, for all through the 
changing seasons, surprises, delights 
and beauty follow in endless succes- 
sion. Perfect roads wind over hill

would now look with indifference up- 
on the altering of any of these privil- 
eges after they have once been 
granted. Therefore, we must take 
this question upon its merits and ac- 
cept this indifference of the masses 
and opposition of the few as the in- 
evitable and matter of course thing. 


We are told that a woman’s place is 
the home, and that she should not 
mix in politics. This, of course, is 


very men who would rather see any- 
thing in the world come to pass than 
that women should be given the vote. 

Therefore, my conclusion is that 
hecause woman’s place is the home 
she should have the vote to represent 
that home and to protect that home, 
if for ne other reason; - 

We feel that the woman who pays 
taxes suffers an injustice when she 
has no voice in saying how they shall 
be spent, I know that it is said that 
a man too often pays taxes on prop- 
erty where he has no residence and 
therefore no vote, but at least the man 
is represented somewhere, somehow. 
If his interest in the place is suffi- 
ciently great he can aequire a resi- 
dence and a vote there, but it is hard 
to make the woman who owns and 
lives on one piece of property and 
pays perhaps the largest tax in town 
on it, see the justice of it when she 
sees that money laid out in roads, 
lights and other things without being 
able to help decide where these roads 
and lights shall be and how much 
they shall cost. It is hard for such a 
woman to realize that taxation with- 
out any possible representation is not 
quite as much tyranny now as it was 
in the days when that was the war 
cry of this country. 

It is of course obvious that votes 
are not based on the property quali- 
fication, otherwise as it has been 
pointed out, John PD. Rockefeller 
would have one hundred votes to 
another man’s one, and by the same 
token it is equally. obvious that votes 
are not based on the qualifications of 
physical force, otherwise Jack John- 
eon would have a hundred votes to

The Quincy Charitable Society was 
organized on Noy, 21, ; 
home of Rey. William P. Lunt, the, 
pastor of the Unitarian church who 
was its first president. The object! 
of the society is admirably stated ia| 
the preamble of the constitution: 
which is as follows: 

Considering that it is God that giv- 
est us power to get wealth, and 
health, that we may enjoy it, and eon- 
sidering that He has commanded us 
fo be ready to give, and glad to dis- 
tribute, and hath assured us that with 
such sacrifices, He is well pleased, 
and considering the present neces- 
sities of the poor, and their future 
wants, we do resolve by Divine per- 
mission to form and to maintain a so- 
ciety in the tawn of Quincy. to assist 
the poor. 

The society gives to all worthy peo~ 
ple im need of assistance, coal and 
groceries whenever their need is made 
made known to the directors. 

The society disburses between $400 
and $500 each year, including 350 
paid to the secretary of the Associated 
Charities, and help when called upon, 
these who apply to the secretary. 

This society was ineorporated in 
December, 1904, several deceased 
members having left money in trust, 
the income to be expended by the di- 
rectors.

CAMPFIRE GIRLS. 
By Carlena Walker. 

Quincy has five Camp Fire groups: 
the Wampatuk at the Point;, Moswet- 
uset at Wollaston; Quossett at South 
and West Quincy and Pasonagessit 
and Chickatawbut in the Center. Of 
these the Wampatuk is the oldest. 
Each group fs organized separately, 
but all meet together frequently -for 
general good times. 

As most people know, the Camp Fire 
symbolism is Indian, chosen because 
of its applicability to each particular 
group. Wampatuk was the Indian 
who sold nfost of the land at Quincy 
Point to the white settlers. The 
Camp Fire bearing his name has’ se- 
lected as a symbol, the mark that he 
used in signing the treaty for the land. 
Yo their guardian, Miss Ruth Bass, 
Quincy is indebted for the introduc- 
tion of the Camp Fire movement. 

Quossett means Rocky Places, an 
especially good name for the group 
living in-the quarry district. For a 
symbol they have chosen a heap cf 
stones. Miss Marie Bass is the guard- 
ian of the Quossetts. 

Moswetuset is the Indian name for 
the land at Wollaston. Their symbol 
is a cairn and their guardian is Miss 
Dorothy Sayward. 

Roth the Camp Fires in the Centre 
derive their names from Mt. Wollas- 
ton: Chickatawbut being the name of 
one of the chiefs, and Pasonagessit, 
the old Indian name for the land it- 
self. The latter have as a symbol, the 
tree that appears on the seal of 
Quincy. Miss Alice Brooks is the 
guardian of the Chickatawbuts and 
Miss Carlena Walker of the Pasona- 
gessits. 

Grouped together, all these Camp 
Fires have fifty-two members of whom 
eight are Bire Makers and thirty are 
Wood Gatherers. Miss Ruth Bass is 
our only Torch Bearer. The others 
have not attained any rank as yet. 
(These degrees are all earned by per- 
‘forming various duties which carry 
‘out the Camp Fire watchwords— 
“Work, Health and Love.” 

During the past year, the various 
groups have had’two tramps to the 
Reservation and a swimming party at 
Wollaston beach. In the spring, the 
Moswetusets invited the other groups 
tn an elephant party, the proceeds of 
which helped to buy the elephants for 
‘Franklin Park. The next general 
meeting was a ‘Hallowe’en Party in 
Hancock Hall on October thirtieth. 

There is also one Nest of Blue Birds 
an organization for girls undér twelve 
years. They are taught sewing and 
basketry by the Wampatuk Camp Fire 
girls. When they are old enongh, they 
will became Camp Fire girls, too.

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WHAT OUR WOMEN COULD DO 
IN THE EDUCATION FIELD

At the close of every school year 
thefe are children who for various 
reasons cannot be promoted. Perhaps 
they have been absent because of ill- 
ness and have not completed the 
years work; possibly they have been 
careless and playful and interested in 
things outside of the class room. 
Whatever the cause, there is usually 
a considerable number of children 
who fail to receive promotion. 

This means that they must repeat 
the year’s work. They have lost 
a year of school-life, and the city 
must pay for it, and give to these 
children another years’ training of the 
same grade, and very probably the 
class-room will be overcrowded. One 
of the worst features of the matter is 
that the children will feel their lack 
of success at the beginning of the 
term, and with that realization comes 
discouragement. 

Nothing succeeds like success. The 
best teachers keep their children from 
becoming failures by interesting, eu- 
couraging and inspiring them to make 
the needed mental effort to help 
themselves along. Many teachers can 
leok about with pride to the boys and 
girls whom they saved from drifting 
into this class, by the strength of 
their own character and personality. 
Large numbers of grown up boys and 
girls recognize their debt to loving, 
faithful teachers who made them 
work and study and saved them from 
wasting their school days. ~ 

Classes are large and the amount of 
werk to be accomplished in a year 


and ready to go on with their classes 
in the autumn. 

Even an inattentive child would 
form excellent habits in such a sum- 
mer school. This direct training 
would react upon his whole life. A 
defective child under close observa- 
tion and happy surroundiags for six 
weeks often reveals hidden qualities. 
The intimate, individual 
gives him-an opportunity to develope 
and also an impetus to make an effort. 

We have in our Woman’s Club a 
large number of ex-school teachers 
and some experts in the educational 
field. If a summer review school for 
children who have dropped ‘below 
grade, were conducted in Quincy, 
these women could give a small por- 
tion of their time during the summer 
for such work. P 

The school could be so systematized 
that no woman need teach more than 
an hour a day for two weeks during 
the summer. It would not matter 
whether the methods used were the 
latest or not. Results should be the 
thing for which to look. There are 
in the Woman’s Club women of in- 
telligence, with sweet faces and kind 
hearts, who could help these back- 
ward children and send them on their 
way rejoicing, with new confidence 
in themselvés and their own power.

CONFESSION OF 


MISS MICHAUD, 


Relled Upon by Both Sides In 
the Sullivan Case | 


‘BLAME FOR DEATH OF GIRL 


| Counsel For Dudley Puts It Up to Her 
Sweetheart and Nurse—Each Half 
of Those Having Cognizance of 
Tragedy Charges Other Half With 
Responsibility For it 


| Houlton, Me., Nov. 11.—Attempts 
_by the defense of Dr. Lionel E. 
Dudiey, umler arrest for the murder 
of Miss Mildred Sullivan, to saddle 
j the death of the girl upon the nurse, 
‘Kate O. Michaud, and the ‘victim’s 
midnight burial in the Presque Isle 
woods on her sweetheart, Ambrose 
Bridges, overshadowed in interest the 
Simple funeral of the victim of the 
sensational tragedy. 

The defense answered the alleged 
confession of Miss Michaud, in which 
She laid the death of Mildred to 
Dudley, Miss Alice Pelletier of 
Presque Isle, and her brother, Per- 
ley Pelletier, by loosing detectives on 
the trail of Miss Michaud and ot 
Bridges and putting the death charge 
squarely up to them.

| The scene has been laid for one of f 


the most thrilling murder trials ever 
known in this state, with each half 
of the persons known to have cogni- 
zance of the death of Miss Sullivan 
openly charging the other half with 
the responsibility. 

| The clearest hint was given of 
which side the government would take 
in the fight among the death party, 
when County Attorney Archibald an- 
nounced that Miss Michaud was, in 
his opinion, telling the truth. He re- 
fused to give out further details of 
her confession, but said she had 
given a good description of the place 
where Miss Sullivan’s body was found. 

The new figure that loomed large 
in the case was the sweetheart. Am- 
brose Bridges. He was brought here 
from Presque Isle, spent a night in 
jail, and was released. He was 
questioned by the authorities, and it 
is understood will be on hand -wher 
wanted; but he is not under deten- 
tion.

The fire, for instance, stands 
not only for the home, but also for 
the simplicity of out-of-doors.: Seme- 
times the sun is used for a symbol 
for fire. The symbol of membership 
is the standing pine, which. means sim- 
plicity and strength. For their 
symbolism, the Camp Fire Girls use 
as far as they can symbols and cus- 
toms of the American Indian.

In 
the midst of wide plots of veivety 
green are baseball diamonds, running 
track and tennis courts. The Nor- 
wood Civie Association is the most 
complete plant of its kind found any- 
wkere in the United States and quite 
likely in the world. In this buildiog 
are centered all the activities of the 
town government, school department, 
clubhouse, Women's Club, Board © of 
Trade, societies and orders, industrial 
plants, churches, charitable agencies, 
Board of Health. {The co-operation of 
all these activities may be summed up 
in one aim—to work toward the in- 
structive, constructive and preventive 
care of the individual in the home and 
in the town. 

This immense work started seven 
years ago by a few boys who, needing 
a place for their club drills and meet- 
ings, Went to a business man whom 
they thought might prove to be their 
friend in need. 

‘He furnished the money required 
and the barn in which they had been 
meeting was made into a gymnasium 
and drill hall. Naturally enough in a 
thriving town of 10,000 these accom- 
modations soon proved inadequate. 
Three years after the ‘boys took pos- 
session of the barn, it was moved up 
to the old Everett homestead which 
was enlarged and improved and made 
into a large and cheery lecture hall 
with movahle seats and a complete out- 
fit of apparatus so that it could be eas- 
ily transformed into a gymnasium for 
zirls. Later the combination of barn 
and house was enlarged by the build- 
ing of a first rate modern gymnasium 
und after that ‘there was added a 
men’s wing, and today these four— 
barn, house, gymnasium and men’s 
wing makes the most complete and 
handsome Civie association plant to 
be found anywhere. 

Of colonial strveture it looks most 
inviting, it shines inside and out with 
white paint. The secretary said there 
had been hundreds of gallons of white 
enamel used on it, yet there was noth- 
ing institutional in its apparance, for 
it seemed like a home for everybody. 

Last September what is called the 
Corner House on another corner of 
the grounds was acquired and remod- 
elled and is now used as a hospita! in 
the upper part. The lower part is 
splendidly equipped to teach cooking, 
sewing, millinery and all parts of 
home making. In fact, the motto of 
the Corner House being “to help peo- 
ple to help themselves” shows that it 
aims to be a good neighbor, and a 
good friend to all who come to it 
whatever may be their errand and vol- 
umes might be written of its mission 
of helpfulness. — 

The office serves as a clearings 
house and information bureau for the 
town. Two district nurses have their 
residences here and here one may find 
the seat of organized tubercular work 
dental clinics, eye clinics, mothers 
clubs, room registry, legal aid bureav 
and countless other kinds of helpful 
work. 

The clubhouse has many rooms de- 
voted toall kinds of work as well as 
games and enjoyments and all class- 
es in all subjects required by the boys 
and men, girls and women who belong 
to and attend the Civic Association. 

AJl these things show to an outsid- 
er that the sentiment of the residents 
of Norwood seems to have risen to 
that. point where they see that the good 
of the many is the good of the individ- 
ual and vice versa: that the whole key 
note seems to be one of helpfulness 
and eagerness to improve living condi- 
tions. 


So every boy and every girl who 


grows to manhood and womanhood 
in the town of Norwood will hafe a 
fair chance and if ‘by some misfortune 
a child is handicapped from the start 
the hand of brotherhood will be ever 
ready and willing to help him over 
the rough places. January 1 George 
F. Willett the donor of this great 
civic plant presented, free of debt the 
property to a board of trustees to be 
held as a trust for the people of Nor- 
wood for all time. The expense of 
running the plant is about $10,000 a 
year. .

To him vulgarity in furni- 
ture was, like vulgarity of manners, 
.the expression of a wrong state of 
mind, and if his own furniture had 
been vulgar he would have felt as re- 
sponsible for it as for his own man- 
hers. Therefore he designed furniture 
to please himself, making drawings 
that were carried out by a carpenter. 
Thus simply and naturally he began 
his business of ‘poetic upholsterer.’ 
* * * From the first he was not 
only an artist, but one who tried to 
make the world what he wished it to 
be and, beginning with armchairs, end- 
ed with society.”

Sound Deflection. 

Sound does not always travel through 
the air in a straight line. It often 
happens that two zones of sound are 
separated by a zone of silence. In 1908 
an explosion of dynamite on the rail- 
road then building up the Jungfrau 
was heard in two different zones. The 
first extended through a radius of for- 
ty kilometers around the explosion. 
The other began at a distance of 140 
kilometers, the sound being unheard 
in the intervening 100 kilometers, Sim- 
ilar phenomena had been observed 
elsewhere, and physicists tried to ex- 
plain them by the reflexion of the 
sound waves from certain atmospheric 
Strata. Professor Fujiwhara, who has | 
studied such matters during volcanic 
eruptions in Japan, asserts now that 
these phenomena depend upon the di- 
rection of the wind in the middle strata 
of the atmosphere.

This is well inside 
German territory and the capital of 
the Khine province. 
Two Zeppelins, both carrying ma- 
chine guns, continually circle over 
the headquarters of the emperor and 
the utmost precaution is taken in 
guarding his apartments.

Slaughter of Infected Animals

Boston, Noy. .14.—Three new cen- 
tres of the foot and mouth disease de- 
veloped in Danvers, Randolph and 
Dracut yesterday. New cases were 
reported to have been found in Hol- 
brook. 

Under the direction of Charles J 
Dailey the infected cattle in Amherst 
were tied to stakes and shot. ‘The 
carcasses of the animals were covered 
with quicklime and buried in deep 
trenches. Representatives of the S. 
P. C. A. were present to see that the 
killing was done in a humane way.

VOCATIONAL — 
EDUCATION 

Large porns Are Now 
Offered 


An advaiiced stép’ fn the develop- 
ment of vocational education in Mas- 
sachusetts is the scheme which is be- 
ing developed this fall for the training 
of teachers for the vocational schools. 
UnGer this plan an opportunity which 
has never been offered \before in this 
country Will be given to persons em- 
ployed in the industries of this state 
who may desire to become vocational 
teachers. 

During the last few years some in- 
struction in this direction has been 
given by private institutions, notably 
the Pratt Institute, in New York, but 
Massachusetts is the first state in 
this country to really establish such 
training as a definitely organized 
state scheme. 


This additional step in the develop- 
ment of vocational education in Mas 
sachusetts and the offering of the op- 
portunity in this way, comes about 
thraugh the establishment by the State 
through the Board of Edueation, of 
training classes for persons now em- 
ployed in industry who may wish to 
fit themselves to teach in the voca- 
tional schools. 

This plan is part of the scheme of 
vocational or trade education which 
has been in process of development 
during the last five years. 

The necessity of providing means 
for the training of teachers has of 
course long been recognized. State 
and city normal schools have been 
maintained to train teachers for the 
public schools, and the establishment 
of these training courses is expected 
to serve a similar purpose for voce- 
tional education in the state since it 
represents the setting up of a definite 
scheme for the training of teachers 
for the vecational schools. 

Since the first establishment of pub- 
iic vocational education in Massachus- 
etts, the state and local authorities 
have held that in order to be efficient, 
the great majority of the teachers em- 
ployed must have obtained by actual 
experience in the practice of their 
trades a thorough mastery of trade 
processés and thorough knowledge of 
the conditions under which the work 
is carried on. 

Persons who have had this trade 
training have regular and permanent 
occupation, and are in general so sit- 
uated that it is impossible for them to 
forego their employment and attend 
schools of the type of the normale 
school, where the pupil must give all 
his time to the work of the school, and 
must either depend upon others for 
support, or must rely on partially sap- 
porting himself by such accidental 
work as he may be able’ to secure. 
eidently the individual who has spent 
seven or eight years in the mastery of 
a trade which he is now practising 
not very likely to be able to meet 
those conditions. 

In order to secure the. type of indi- 
vidual required for the manning of the 
vocational schools, it was  thgrefore 
evident to the Board of Education that 
it would be necessary to bring the 
schools to the man, instead of expect- 


ing the man to comé to the schools, 


and moreover it would be necessary to 


provide at least an opportunity for 
the desirable person to measure him- 
self up against the requirements of a 
teaching position, and to see for him- 
self if he could probably make good 
hefore he gavé up his regular income 
on which he depended. 

The scheme is therefore novel in 
that it proposes to offer this training 
opportrnity under such conditions that 
at least a large portion can be seeured 
Without either loss of pay or loss of 
job, and that the opportunity can hx 
offered to the individual at a place 
which he can reach readily outside 
This of course is 
merely following the practice which 
has already been so satisfactorily car- 
ried out by the correspondence schools 
University extension services and ev- 
ening trade extension work, which has 


thecn developed in all the states. 


The State plan for trade education 


;uoWw in operation has been under de- 


velopment for five years. It consists 
{ i the establishment of day schools, 
{both whole and part time, open to pu- 
pils between 14 and ‘25 who may wish 
to secure training for a definite line 
of industrial work, which they expect 
to enter later. 

Evening schools or trade extension 
schools open to persons over seven- 
teeri who are employed, are intendéd 
io give further courses in the line of 
the pupil’s employment. These schools 
are established by the various cities 
and towns, but if they are approved 
by the State Board of Education from 
j year to-year, the state pays back each 


year half the cost of maintaining theci:

london, Nov. 16.—There are no 
inore Germans deit on either bank of 
the Yser canal, the little waterway 
which they have been vainly trying 


to cross in force for four weeks. 
Sundty, according to the French war 
ninistry’s Official statement, the al- 
lies succeeded in driving the enemy 
back from the east bank of the 
stream, and at the same time it is 
announced that all the _ positions 
which the Germans had succeeded in 
gaining at awful loss on the oppcsite 
side have been evacuated by them. 


This would seem to imply an ofti- 
cial confirmation of the neWs to the 
effect that the enemy had retreaggl 
trom hard-won Dixmude, inasmuch as 
this town was the chief position they 
had attained on the right bank of the 
canal. 

No details of this important move- 
ment by the allies 
but it is unofficially stated that the 


force of Germans driven back com- 
prised 5000 men. This would indi- 
cate that, as before hinted, the Ger- 
mans héeve been shifting large bodies 
of men from behind Dixmude in or- 


der to give greater strength to the 


smashing attacks now being made 
further south at Ypres. 
Day of Furious Battling 

There was furious battling ali day 
Sunday in the wooded region around 
Ypres, and the German losses are 
reported as fearful. Attempt after 
attempt was made to storm the aliies’ 
lines, and in every instance the on- 
coming masses of Germans were first 
checked, then hurled back to their 
origina] lines, leaving hundreds ol 
dead and wounded behind them. 
There can be little doubt that the al- 


lies also suffered severely. 

It is at this point that the British 
and French touch shoulders in de- 
fending the cornerstone of their 
northern line, and it is here that 
Germany's finest troops, the Prussian 
Guard, have been driven furiously 
against them day after day. 

A severe November rain, driven by 
gales of wind, swept over thé 
trenches along all parts of the line, 
and not only added to the discomfort 
of the troops but prevented active 
hostilities at most points. 
ditches are flooded and the men are 
forced constantly to stand in. the 
water. 

Troops Suffer From Colds 

On the German side of the line it 

is reported that many Soldiers suffer 


from severe colds, which frequently 
develop into pneumonia. There is 
no place in which those who are ill 


can be cared for immediately, since 
the villages in this vicinity have been 


destroyed, and the nearest hospitals,- 


which are in Ghent and Bruges, are 
already overcrowded. The exhaus- 
tion of the troops fighting under these 
conditions is given as one reason tor 
the temporary slackening of the Ger- 
man offensive,

Little News From the East 

There is a scarcity of news from 
the Russéan fighting front, but it fs 
recognizéd that a severe struggle is 
now impending as the first stage of a 
new campaign which is intended, to 
carry the qzar’s armies into the heart 
ot Germany. Dispatches received m 
Hondon hiti¢dté that the Germans 
are noW tetirine on the southern part 
of the long frort to the west bank of 
the river Ode, to hold a line running 
through Cracow, Oppeln and Brés- 
lau. 

From. Breslau the front will take 
a northeasterly 
Thorn. ‘The German armies in Wast 
Prussia will, in all liketifiood, move 
westward to join forces with the 
troops in the vicinity of Thorn. Thus 
the Germans, if these tactics can be 
successfully executed, expect to pre- 
Sent once more an unbroken front 
Supported by powerful fortresses 
against the advancing Russians.

KAISER IN ALSACE 


French Airship Near His Headquar- 
ters Cause Some Anxiety 
Emperor William, accompanied by 
jhis staff, returned to Kolmar, forty 
miles southwest of Strassburg, his 
starting point at the commencement 
‘of the war, according to a dispatch 
from Basel. The dispatch says the 
eniperor appeared to be anxious and 

taciturn. 

As an indication that care is be- 
ing exercised to ward off possibile at- 
tacks from hostile aircraft, two 
powerful German aeroplanes are con- 
stantly in flight over the emperor's 
headquarters. 

Three French aeroplanes flew across 
Alsace and returned to French terri- 
tory, after having caused all the gar- 
risons to remain alert. with their ma- 
chine guns throughout the day. 

It is reported from Basel that pri- 
vate peace committees are being 
formed in southern Germany with the 
connivance of the authorities to start 
unofiicially a peace propaganda. 


FIGHT TO A FINISH 


Czar Says War Will Not End Until 
German Resistance Is Crushed 
The municipality of Moscow hav- 
ing expressed to the emperor senti- 
ments of tidelity and devotion on the 
oceasion of the war with Turkey, the 
emperor thanked the people of the 

ancient capital. 

He declared they must believe that 
Russia would not terminate the war 
until the resistance of the enemy had 
been definitely crushed and the prob- 
lems which had been left by their 
encestors had. been solved.

COURT DENIES APPEAL 


Frank Loses In Effort to Have His 
Death Sentence Annulled 

Atlanta, Nov. 16.—Annulment of 
Leo M. Frank’s death sentence fdr the 
murder of 14-year-old Mary Phagan 
was refused by the Georgia supréme 
court.

Stories Corroborated by Photographs 
Denied by Surgeon of Steamship 
Olympic, Which Is Said to Have 
Rescued Survivors—Others Under 
Obligation Not to Discuss Subject 


New York, Nov. 16.—Flat contra- 
diction of the sinking of the great 
British super-dreadnought Audacious 
off the north coast of Ireland is made 
by Dr. Beaumont, surgeon on the 
Olympic, which is reported to have 
rescued the survivors of the disaster. 

On the other hand, two members 
of the orchestra of the Olympic, the 
only other persons aboard the steam- 
ship at the, time of the reported res- 
cue who have yet reached New York, 
decline either to confirm or deny the 
published stories. 

“We are under solemn obligation to 
the British government not to discuss 
the subject,” was all that.could be 
obtained from the men. They are J. 
R. Beames and H. Griffiths. 

Reports that a British dreadnought 
had been sunk off the north coast of 
Ireland Oct. ,27, and that the Olym- 
pic was standing by to rescue sur- 
vivors, reached America about a week 
ago. On Saturday, mail dispatches 
to news bureaus described the sinking 
of the Audacious in much detail. 

With the dispatches came photo- 
graphs showing the Audacious half 
submerged and the members of her 
crew awaiting rescue on the forward 
deck. Beaumont, however, asserts 
positively that the Olympic made no 
rescue of any kind on her voyage from 
New York to Lough Swilly, where her 
passengers were landed. 

According to the press dispatches, 
the Audacious was,struck by a mine 
or torpedo about twenty-five miles 
from the Irish coast and summoned 
aid by wireless. The Olympic rushed 
to the rescue and arrived in time to 
save all but one or two of the 800 men 
aboard the super-dreadnought, 

The sinking of the ship is said to 
have taken place-on, the morning of 
‘Oct. 27, just before 9 o'clock. The 
Olympic was ten wiles away at the 
time, but managed to get off all but 
100 men before noon., The Audacious 
Settled at the stern and remained 
affoat so long that the officers and the 
last few enlisted men did not decide 
to abandon her until the late after- 
noon. 

Such is the version of the disaster 
that has come to American news bu- 
reaus from London, The only infor- 
mation as to the squrce of the dis- 
Patches is that they.come from a cor- 
respondent in the north of Ireland. 

It can readily be.understood how it 
would be necessary to send the news 
by mail, for the British government 
exercises censorship over all cabie 
Messages. One explanation offered 
for the disinclination of the admiralty 
to make the sinking of the Audacious 
known was that it hoped to raise the 
vessel before the, news leaked out; 
but latest dispatches indicate that it 
will not be possible to raise it. 

The story told by Beaumont contra- 
dicts absolutely the reports received 
by mail. He was the first person to 
leave thé Olympic at Lough Svwilly, 
but he did mct go ashore wntil Oct. 
28. The other passengers were land+1

MOTORS FOR 
‘BATTLESHIPS 


Electric Power for the New 
California 


The super-dreadnought California, 
one of the three huge new ships just 
ordered, will be diiven by electric 
motors. Secretary Daniels author- 
ized this type of power plant for the 
big fighter on Saturday, says a Wash 
ington dispatch to the Herald on rec 
ommendation of Rear Admiral R. S$ 
Griffin, engineer-in-chief of the navy. 
If it proves as great success in the 
battleship as it has in the naval col- 
lier Jupiter, navy officers foresee the 
complete displacement of direct steam 
driye in future American warships. 

The California, which will be built 
at the New York Navy Yard, will be 
the first electrically -driven warship 
ever built, as the Jupiter was the 
first deep sea vessel of any type to 
be fitted with motors. The decision 
to install the new system aboard the 
| battleship Was arrived at only after 
exhaustive study of the performance 
jof the Jupiter. 

As in the Jupiter, the main power 
plant of the California will be steam 
turbines, driving dynamoes which will 
renerate electricity to give the ship 
a speed of at least 21 knots. The Jupi- 


ter far exceeded her speed require- 
ments, 


The theory on which constructors 
worked is that turbine engines attain 
their greatest efficiency only at high 
speed. A ship’s propellers cannot be 
driven at that speed without decreas- 
ing their efficiency and subjecting the 
vessel to enormous strain. The reduc- 
tion in propeiler speed was first 
scught in the collier Neptune, in 
which a gear transmission system 
was used. This was not found en- 
tirely satisfactory and the electric 
equipment of the Jupiter followed. A 
Lig fuel saving hes resulted, and also 
a reduction in weight, since it is un- 
necessary to carry the reverse, en- 
zine required aboard direct drive tur- 
bine steamers. 

Reverse engines are far below the 
power of the forward engines, mak- 
ing turbine steamers hard to stop and 
difficult to handle. This also is 
overcome in the electrically propelled 
craft, as full power in reverse is 
available with the throwing of a 
switch.

The first gun in the final battle for 
Mayoralty honors was fired Monday

“O, K, L, A—Auxiliaries would ad- 
vance along all approveld authorized 
avenues of achievement. 

“HH, O, M, A—Spells the aid you can 
give us. 

“H—tHearty, helpfulness sending to 
us experts, heralds of health, har- 
mony and higher ideals. 

“O—Orators, open-hearted offering 
the broader outlook, outlining our ob- 
ligations to other, obviously to your 
officiary. 

“M—Messengers of mentality, mas- 
terly methods and meritorious mis- 
sionaries. 

“A—Adepts; advocating altruism 
and allegiance appealing to our af- 
fection and appreciation allying with 
us the administration in activities and 
aspirations. 

“These spell for Oklahoma oneness, 
kinship, loyalty, acquaintance, with 
your helpfulness, open-heartedness, 
mentality and altruism.”

The grand jury has finished its in- 
vestigation of the case but the county 
officials stated that a report would not 
be made-until the jurors had disposed 


of all other matters before them, 
which will probably be some time 
next week. 


Present indications are that two 
| more arrests will be made as the re- 
sult of the grand jury’s action. It is 
said that a wealthy Houlton man is 
among those who may finally have to 
answer for Miss Sullivan’s death. 
This man is said to be the one really 
responsible for the condition which 
made it necessary for her to consult 
a physician. 

According to the reports about town 
this man supplied Kate Michaud and 
Ambrose Bridge with the money which 
is said to have been used in paying 
for Miss Sullivan’s medical or surgi- 
cal treatment. It is declared that 
Miss Sullivan went to Presque Isle 
knowing that,certain arrangements 
had been made‘to assist her. The 
Wealthy, Stispect. is said to have met 
Miss Sullivan at dances during the 
summer at’ Nickerson’s lake and to 
have taken her home in his automo- 
bile on several occasions. 

Miss Michaud was before the grand 
jury for two hours and it is believed 


to her friends that she expects to be 
Treed, and says it is no more than 
she deserves, as without her “con- 
fession” the girl’s body would prob- 
ably never have been recovered. 

Detective Sergeant Irwin of the 
Boston police department and Miss 
Ruth Devenney, a Cambridge sten- 
ographer, have left here for home. 
They will return for the trial. 

Dr. Lionel E. Dudley, Miss Alice 
Pelletier, who fled with him to sos- 
ton and was to be his second bride, 
and her “kid brother,” Perley, al- 
leged to be the off-hand undertaker ot 
the murdered girl, 
in the local jail. 

With the intimation from both the 
prosecution and defense that not Am- 
brose Bridge, but the “real” sweet- 
heart of the Houlton belle is due to 
be arrested, this town has been 
thrown into a_ furore.

The first to reach the deck of the ves- 
se] sounded the alarm and hundreds 
of workmen ran to the assistance of 
the injured men. 

All were rushed to the Red Cross 
hospital where Dr. Blanchard found 
two of the men nearly asphyxiated 
from the escaping gases and it was 
necessary to give them oxygen from 
the tanks. In the meantime Dr. 
Jones and Dr. Middleton had been 
called and they were soon on hand 
and assisted in relieving the suffer- 
ings of the other men.

Five Thousand Persons Witness 
Heroic Rescue of Three Men Who 
Planned to Escape In Dory When 
Schooner Dashed on Rocks—Part- 
Ing Rope Causes Thrills 


» Gloucester, Mass., Nov. 23.—A 
rescue of three men from a shipwreck 
before a moving picture camera was 


So realistic that the men narrowly es- 
caped losing their lives, giving the 
camera man one of the most thrilling 
films ever made. 

Five thousand persons, drawn to the 
Shore to watch the picture making, 
witnessed the rescue of the men, but 
many in the crowd went to their 
homes before they were saved be- 
Cause they felt certain that the men 
would be drowned, and did not want 
to see the fatal outcome. 

The rescue, as planned for the pic- 
ture scenario, was to be the feature 
of a five-reel production. An old 
fishing scheoner, the “Island Home,” 
was driven on the rocks at Brace’s 
cove, with four men aboard, in a wild 
Sea, where the waves wefe tossed 
violently by a heavy southwest gale. 

A dory, attached by a rope to tlie 
schooner and also to a life boat some 
distance away, was supposed to take 
the tour men of the crew to safety. 
Theoretically all they had to do was 
to get into the dory and be pulled to 
the life boat. 

In practice, however, the plan did 
not work out, for when the first man, 
Salvator Paglasi, jumped from the 
schooner into the dory, the rope at- 
tached to the schooner gave way. 
Paglasi was pulled to the life boat 
safely, and the dory was allowed to 
drift to the schooner. 

Cornelius Linnehan was the next 
man to enter the dory. He had a 
difficult task .to enter it, becanse otf 
the absence of the rope to the schoon- 
er, and no sooner had he made the 
leap than a big wave struck the little 
craft, turning it around a dozen times 
and finally throwing it on a rock, 
knecking out its side and a part of 
the bottom. Linnehan,~ however. 
held tightly to the rope and was 
pulled in by the 4ife boat. 

The two men who remained on the 
schooner, however, were in a posi- 
tion of extreme peril, for -the old 
ship was being rapidly torn to pieces 
by the heavy waves. They were 
William Sawyer and Charles Martin. 


Both men removed their outer 
clothing and made preparations to 
swim. Meanwhile Policeman Bick- 


ford, who was in the life boat, tried 
to swim out te a rock near them and 
to throw a line to them, but the 
waves drove him back. 

A life boat that put out from shore, 
in command of Policeman Mehlman, 
reached the other life boat after some 
trouble and took its crew aboard. The 
empty life boat was then sent drifting 
out to the schooner on a line, and 
the two men clinging to the bow ot 
the wrecked craft were taken aboard. 


BECKER PLEA FOR PARDON 


May Have to Be Decided by Man Who 
Twice Convicted Him 

New Nork, Nov. 23.—Unless_ all 
signs fail Charles S. Becker, now in 
the death house at Sing Sing, will 
have to appeal to Governor Whitman 
for commutation of his death sen- 
tence, or for a pardon, in case the 
court of appeals sustains his convic- 
tion. 

There seems to be no possibility 
that the court will reach the Becker 
case before Jan. 1, and on that date 
Whitman, who as district attorney 
conducted the two Becker trials and 
twice obtained convictions, will take 
the cath of office as governor.

Mrs. W. E. Robinson of Wollaston 
entertained the laides of the Metho- 
‘list church at a thimble parity at her 
home,.113 Highland avenue on Thurs- 
day. Mrs. G. S. Douglass of Boston 
spoke of the Deaconess Aid work, es- 
pecially that part of it. whieh has to 
do with the, training of the.girls.., One 
of the greatest reasons .why men, go 
to the saloon and for poverty -is that 
their wives are not home-makers. The 
women ,for the most. part, come from 
the factories and shops and so baye 
never been taught to sew and cook 
nor to make an attractive home there- 


fore they do not understandhaw to 
utilize things to the best advantage, 
hence there is waste. The saloon is 
warm, brightly lighted and there are 
no crying babies or slaternly wife,e so 
after a hard days work the men get in 
the habit of going there. The Dea- 
coness Aid organizes classes in sew- 
ing and cooking for the children and 
in that way interest the members in 
a better way of living. Mrs. Douglass 


tuld the story of a little girl who had 
been taught in one of theses cooking 
elasses to wash her hands, comb her 
hair and put on a high-necked, long- 
sleeved apron before beginning to 
cook. A deaconess was calling in that 
homé and found the little pupil cook- 
ing, but not having the necessary long 
white apron she had put on a long 
nightgown so well had she been 
taught the lesson of cleanliness. For 
such work’as this sthe Aid raises $800 
or $909 a year. 


Mrs. Douglass then told of her trip 
through Russit. She said that Rus- 
sia is the poorest country and _ the 
richest country in the world. The 
diamonds, pearls, rubbies, and em- 
eralds which belong to the church 
are the most beautiful in the world, 


while the diseased poor that oftenest 
beg in the doorways of the churches 
are the most miserable in the world. 
The church of Russia is the Greek 
Catholic church of which the Czar is 
the head. The management of the 
church is vested in four men who are 
called Metropolitans. Most of the 
priests are allowed, to marry. There 
are no statues in the Greek church 
hut their place is taken by pictures. 
The Hermitage is the treasure house 
In it are deposited the 


oes In which the Metropolitans have 
een ordained. The robes are made 
ot cloth of gold with the figures of- 
ten outlined in seed pearls, sométimes 
there is a clasp of priceless pearls 
and diamonds at the neck. There are 
pictures of the Madonna in which the 
dress is of pure sheet gold and where 
the garment is open there will be a 
sest of seed pearls. Besides these 
‘hings thre are many jewels which 
have been dedicated to the church by 
wealthy families. 


Mrs. Douglass showed a sample of 
the Ikons which are hung in railway 
station an dat street corners. She al- 
so showed passports, credit books, 
Rusian lace, a model of a Russian 
stove and numerous pictures of her 
trip.

Plans for this building were com- 
pleted some time ago and bids were 
asked for.

The abrupt closing of the defense 
came as a surprise when John B. 
Stanchfield, Siegel’s chief counsel, 
announced that two witnesses from 
Pittsburg and Kansas City had failed 
to appear, and-that his client would 
Stand on the testimony of the eight 
character witnesses already heard. 

Stanchfield renewed motions pre- 
viously made for dismissal of the in- 
dictments, to strike out all testimony 
as to joint acts of Siegel and Vogel, 
and for a ruling that the alleged crime 
of the defendant ‘was a misdemeanor 
and not a felony. 

Arthur C. Train, the prosecuting 
attorney, bitterly scored Siegel in his 
summing up for the people. 


“If Siegel had been an honorable | 


man,” said Train, turning toward the 
defendant, “he would have gone into 
bankruptcy long ago. But he didn’t. 
instead, with his dirty enterprises in 
mind, he allowed ‘the middle class 
people,’ as Stanchfield called them, 
to put their money into his bank that 
he might flood it into his stores. 
Within eight days of the failure there 
wasn't a penny of a shop irl too in- 
significant to be placed in his hands.” 

In his charge Clark said that con- 
siderable latitude had been allowed 
in the taking of testimony, so that 
every phase of the case might have 
light, for it was only in this way that 
a decision could be reached. 

Clark then read the statute cover- 
ing grand larceny and that defining 
a misdemeanor, stating that a con- 
viction tor misdemeanor could be re- 
turned if the jury believed that the 


greater charge had not been estab- | 


lished by the evidence. 

Regarding the allezed act of con- 
spiracy so often referred to in the 
trial, Clark charged that should there 
be a doubt in their minds that such 
eonsipiracy had been entered into be- 
tween Vogel and Siegel, all testimony 
in regdrd to it should be thrown out.

‘SOLDIERS GIVE 


UP VERA CRUZ 


‘American Troops and Maries 
Are Withdrawn 


OCCUPIED GITY TY SEVEN MONTHS 


Constitutionaliets Advance Into Perri, 
tory Vacated—Refugee Priests and 
Nuns Given ’ Places on. Transports— 
Added Evidence of United States’ 
Friendly Policy Toward Republic 


Washington, Nov. 24.—American 
troops which have held Vera - Cruz 
have evacuated -the city and gailed 
home, and the Mexican flag is fidating 
again over the ancient fortress of San 
Juan and the American troopers are 
on their way homeward. 

Oecupation of the Mexican port, in 
reprisal for Huerta’s insult to the flag 
at Tampico, has cost -the United 
States more than a score of lives, 
some in battle and somie from disease, 
and, according to estimates, as much 
as $10,000,000. But Mexico will be 
asked to pay no indemnity. Admin- 
| istration officials want the fact to 
stand out as an added evidence of the 
disinterested friendship of the United 
States for her southern neighbor. 

‘General Funston had instructions to 
turn the city over.to none. of the 
Mexican factions and thereby avoid 
what might be construed as a recog- 
nition of one of them. His orders 
simply were to bring his troops away 
and leave the city to whichever fac- 
tion takes possession. 

All those Mexicans who feared to 
Temain when the Americans left sailed 
away with Funston. The — refugee 
priests and nuns were given places on 
the transports and the Americans who 
remain depend for their safety upon 
guarantees given to the United) States 
by all the Mexican factions and those 
American warships which remain in 
the harbor. 

With the departure of the Ameri- 
can troops a critical period in the re- 
Jations between the United States and 
Mexico comes to an end and, in the 
view of officials in Washington, the 
Mexican people are left to work out 
their own destiny. 

Funston established his headquar- 
ters on board the transport Cristobal 
and all the organizations. of his com- 
mand began at daylight the work of 
moving out their equipment prepara- 
tory to final evacuation. 

Everything progressed smoothly and 
in accordance with previous arrange- 
‘ment. Beyond the Anierican out- 
posts there had been mobilized dur- 
ing the night a force of constitutional- 
ists. ° As the Americans withdrew 
first from the outlying districts and 
then from the city itself, the consti- 
tutionalists followed them along and 
oecupied the territory vacated. 

The city ig quiet, but the inhabi- 
tants are nefvous ‘and apprehensive 
concerning the final outcome of this 
transfer of authority. 

The American army officials took 
With them’*the moneys collected for 
customs and from other sources of 
revenue. This ‘ultimately will go to 
some Mexican government which the 
United States deems a proper one to 
receive them. ‘ 

The Ameritan® quartermaster’s de- 
partment arranged to take away from 
Vera Cruz something like 300 Mexi- 
cans, who did not care to be in the 
city when their countrymen again 
came into possession. 

Approximately 6000 
and marines boarded transports 
and chattered steamers. Five United 
States warships now in Mexican wa- 
ters, however, will remain there in- 
definitely to protect American | citi- 
zens, and to meet any emergencies 
that may arise. 

It-is believed in Washington that 
the action of the government in with- 
drawing its military forces from the 
Mexican port will remove from that 
country a possible cause for interna- 
tional friction as well as an important 
factor that might raise a domestic is- 
sue between factions in Mexico. 

American occupation of Vera Cruz 
began last April, when military forces

Aguillar, in a statement relative to 
the evacuation, said: 

“I am well satisfied that this day 
has ended so peacefully. The Mexi- 
cans are pleased to have shown the 
whole civilized world that Mexico is 
a ¢ultured nation, and are well satis- 
fied with the whole affair. I appre- 
ciate the efforts of the American peo- 
ple and the government which made 
it possible for the occupation to end 
this way.”

The Con- 
sumers’ League of Massachusetts 
urges her to help the grocer’to fill his 
orders promptly and satisfactorily, 
ind yet without over-work on the part 
of bimself and his employees, by plac- 
ing her orders several days in ad- 
vance, delivery to be made at her con- 
venience. Such foresight before 
Thanksgiving, Christmas and other 
holidays, as well as before each Sat- 
irday, would make it unnecessary for 
delivery boys to work until late in the 
svening without supper—possibly 
without lunch—or for girls to work 
Weary hours of overtime packing the 
“andy which is to carry pleasure to 
others. 

A letter Was read from Miss_Eliza- 
beth Johnson one of the founders of 
the Quincy Women’s Club, who is in 
Londen but expects to return to this 
country the first of February. We 
juote part of the letter thinking that 
the views on the war of a lover and 
yeliever in peace would be interesting 
it this time. 

“I suppose you hear much of the 
war. All countries feel the effects in- 
directly if not directly in sO many 
ways. How good it is to hear of the 
fine work of U. S. A. Red Cross, of 
private and public contributions, and 
aow this plan of the Rockefeller 
foundation. The struggle is a_ terri- 
fic one, their numbers and military 
efliciency gained through long prepa- 
rations have given the Germans the 
advantage in these first months, The 
Allies seem now however, to be more 
than holding their own. and there is 
reason to hope for continued ~good 
news from them. But the loss of life on 
both sides is heart-rending—one prays 
for peace—yet peace lovers (of whom 
lam one) have this to keep in mind: 
—that peace must not, ought not to be 
declared until the Germans are for- 
ever incapacitated for further such 
wars of aggression. There can be no 
real or lasting peace, no safety for 
smaller and less militant nations un- 
til some sort of international control 
is established for the restraint of na- 
tions which blindly endorse and fol- 
low unscrupulous leaders whose de- 
clared creed is to ignore civilized con- 
ventions and international obligations 
in methods of warfare, when for their 
convenience. 

Upon observance among nations of 
codes of international law and 
civilized conventions, the safety of in- 
dividuals and of nations depends, and 
war against the nation which now wil- 
fully disregards these is more right- 
eous than peace—because making for 
a peace lasting, rather than a tempor- 
ary cessation of hostilities. 

'Thoughiful people here ‘both 
American and English, are most anx- 
ious that neutral America, especially 
those of her people committed to this 


ness and moderation. W n hav

On our trip to China it was our 
good fortune to cross the Pacific 
ocean in the company~of four .mis- 
sionaries, a man and his wife who 
had spent eight years in China, and 
Were now returning after a year’s 
visit to their homelard; a young 
minister, and a young lady, both of 
whom were on their way to enter the 
mission field. Wie became much in- 
terested in these people and were in- 
vited by them to visit the Baptist 
compound in Canton. 
This compound is enclosed by a 
wall inside of which is the mission- 
ary’s home, the chapel where re- 


a 


ligious services are held, the ce 
for boys and girls, and the athletic) wish them both every success in their 


field. We visited the schools where 
we heard the pupils recite in the 
Chinese language. Each room. was 
in charge of an American teacher as- 
sisted by a Chinese girl, a graduate 
of the school. 

The teacher told us that the boys 
and girls are very bright and inter- 
esting and soon become companion- 
able and friendly. The work of such | 
a school is easy when compared with | 
that of the missionary who goes out | 
into the rural districts to cal}, teach 
and hold services. 

One lady, sixty years old, who had | 
served the people for twenty Haak 
often walked ten miles into the coun- 
try to visit them. Another went for | 
a week at a time to iifterest the na- 
tives in Bible study. She rides her 
donkey, takes her food aud blankets 
and depends on the natives for shel- 
ter. While warming the donkey’s 


food she places in it a can of beans; 


or soup for her own use. When all is 
hot she takes out the can, opens it 
and her meal is ready. I could tell of 
many such cases as this. 

The Chinese are a very honorable 
people, and loyal to each other. If 
one is in financial trouble others are 
-oady end willing.to help him, say- 
ing, “Chinaman must not lose his 
face” meaning his reputation. 

The missionaries become very fond 
of their people, and, as one lady said, 
“T never saw a missionary who was 
willing to leave the field.” Not only 
does the missionary train the natives 
in religious matters, but in orderli- 
ness and cleanliness as well. As one 
missionary writes to me, “The Chinese 
bathe often and are personally clean, 
put they have no conception of clean- 
liness in the home.” 

Another missionary, who visited me 
at my home last August, told many in- 
teresting tales of her sixteen years’ 
work among the natives of Korea. The 
work cannot all ‘be done in a moment. 
It is a year before a missionary be- 
comes useful, for it takes that length 
of time to learn the language. 

We left the missionary field for a 
short trip through Canton. The 
streets here are very narrow and the 
shops mere holes in the wall, though 
very attractive. They make a special- 
ty of carved ivory. (The sedan chair 
is the only means of travel, for, ex~ 
cept on the water front, called the 
Bund, the streets are too narrow to al- 
low the use of horses or ‘rikishas. 

Returning to Hong Kong, we took 
chairs for the boat. The path to the 
boat led us through a public square, 
where, by the crowd of people, 


tried in vain to get a glimpse. 
had no regret later on when we 
learned that it was a public execu- 
tion, which any one who wished might 
see. 

If time and space permitted many 
interesting tales could be told, but I 
am sure-you will agree with me that, 
under existing circumstances, mis- 


sionaries are much needed in China. '
